The idea was a novel one, and it has certainly served its pur 
pose, in that it has given the students at least a correct idea of 
how to vote. 
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THE ART DEPARTMENT 



The Art Dopartnu'iit of the school, this year, has far surpassoa 
any provious record in size and (iualit>- of work. Tlic classes grew 
so large last spring that it was necessary for the School Board to 
obtain an assistant for Miss Stowell this fall. 

A year ago a jewelry class was permanently established with a 
very limited nnndier of tools, but the class became so large that it 
was essential to find new quarters. Room 201 has been fitted up 
with more extensive ai)i)ai"itus, but because it is still very limited 
only the smaller problems are undertaken, such as rings, pins, neck- 
laces, fobs, and trays, costing fiom ten cents to five dollars apiece. 
Although the department is handieapi)ed to a certain extent some 
wonderful things are being accomplished. 

Likewise in the special arts classes sjilendid results ai'e being 
obtained. Under the previous system it was necessary for one 
teacher to conduct the regular classes in drawing from the Domestic 
Science Department, the jeweh-y class, and the special arts class. 
This necessitated the insti'uction of all the specials in oiu> class with 
no regulai- outline of work. But this fall it was ])ossil)le to divide 
the specials into thi-ee classes, the beginners, the intermediates, and 
the advanced students, lender this plan it is obvious that every 
one is receiving more benefit from the instruction. 

At present there are sixty-eight students enrolled in special 
arts. Classes are organized for every period in the day, and the 
same credit is given as in jewelry. 

The tamarack, as many of you know, is one of the best illus- 
trated school magazines in the United States, and this is largely due 
to the co-operation of the Art Department with th(> Tanuirack. Wc 
can not say too much in favor of the Art DepartnuMit and every 
one can justly be proud of what the department has accomplished 
and is now doing. 

The next Tamarack will b(> dedicated to the graduating class 
of January, '15, and it is the ambition of the staff to make it the 
best issiu' of the magazine that has ever been published. Fellow 
students of tho North Central High School, will you not helj) 
to accomplish this purpose? Put forth your best efforts and see 
if you can not produce the best article that you have ever written. 
Write a story, a sketch, a criticism, a joke, or a news item. If 
you would rather draw, try your hand in that department. The 
members of the Art Staff are not the only ones who are permitted 
to submit drawings and cartoons for the Tamarack. If your first 
drawing is refused, don't be discoui-aged but try again. That is 
the only way to get to the top. ^Ir. Johnson or any nuMuber of 
the staff will be more than willing to help you. 



If there have been imy two l)iaiiclK'.s of the musical activities 
which have proven more creditable to North Central than any 
others, those two are the orchestra and the band. 

The orchestra has been the product of work and patience in- 
estimai)le and certainly shows it in its present standard of efficiency. 
Branches of the main orchestra have played frequently at various 
iiulustrial conferences and meetings of the Chandjer of Commerce 
as well as at the Fair (irounds in our booth there, and everywhere, 
there has been a marked enthusiasm shown by the audiences that 
speaks of acknowledgment of that efficiency. At every play (which 
we all know would fall flat were it not for the orchestra) its mem- 
bers have sat faithfully at their posts and too often have left with- 
out receiving due credit for their work. Remember the "men be- 
hind the foot-lights." 

Great anxiety was occasioned last spring as to the future of 
this organization by the graduation of some of its best members in 
Malcolm Sabiston, Maxine MacArthur, Vern Kimniel, Arthur Da- 
venny, Verne Wilhelm, and James Glaze. 

But their places have been ably filled by promising material, 
and out of the echoes of "The orchestra is dead" have arisen the 
shouts of, "Long live the orchestra."

"The weakest thing in our ])ul)lic school system," said Mr. B. 
M. Watson in convocation, Thursday, October seventeenth, "is our 
failure to co-ordinate our school training with our lives aiterwards, 
— with our occupations. But we are fast bridging this chasm. In 
choosing an occui)ati<)n choose the one for which you are i)est tilted. 
Some want to study law, not because they are particularly fitte<l 
to be lawyers but b( cause by this means they may get into Con- 
gress. 

"Then after deciding what occupation you are going to follow, 
consider the chances of advancement. Choose one that leads some- 
whore,— not a blind alley. For the girls there is no higher calling 
than housekeeping. For the boys I would recommend one occupa- 
tion, that is agriculture. In this there is no eomix'tition and never 
will be. The market is unlimited. .Next century the i)roblem will 
be oiH' of food. If the world continu(s to multiply it means that 
we niu.st get five times as much from each acre as we havi' before. 
Agriculture is worthy of our best boys." 

Riley Davenny o])ened the exerci.ses with two cornet solos, "The 
Lost Chord" and "Killarney," and after the six'ech (iilbert Uob- 
inson played "Cantilena" and "Musette," on his 'cello. 



Mr. C. A. Chase, manager of th*- New Davenport Hotel, one of 
the finest structures of its kind in the west, spent three-(iuarters 
of an hour on Wednesday, Novendier 11, in talking to the boys of 
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partisipated in a friendly bout. and hislndion clubs. 
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the Juiiioi' and Scniof clcis.sos on taking up the hotel business as a 
life's work. 

"The most important thinfj tliat a hotel man should have," 
said Mr. Chase, "is the ahility to meet every little difficulty cheer- 
I'uily, and there ai-e hundreds of them which come uj) every day 
in a hotel, and to adjust them so that all are satisfied. A man 
should he natui'aily endowed in this way if he wants to make a 
succ(ss, as he is meeting hundreds of different people each day, 
and he must know just when to loosen or tiglilen the screws. 

"A boy who wishes to gain promotion in my hotel must always 
be i-eady to do what is asked of him on the jump. Nothing should 
be of too much trouble for him to do, if it is for the comfort of the 
guests. When 1 see oiu' of my bell-boys always ready to help at 
something, then that boy stands a good chance of promotion. 

"I do not believe that an education is essential to be a suc- 
cessful hotel man, but 1 do say that the high school and college 
ti-ained 1k)\' oi- young man has a decided advantage over a young 
fellow without an (>ducation. The lattei- boy does not have the 
chance to get an understanding of physics, chemistry, etc., which 
the former does, and thei'efore is at a gr-eat disadvantage. If 1 un- 
derstood more about electricity than I do now, I could run the hotel 
a great deal better. So I believe that tlie well-trained man is the 
|)erson with the best chances for success on his side."

.Mr. V. 1. S apoe, entomologist of the Kentucky Tobacco 
Co., gave a talk on insects to Mr. Bonsei-'s agriculture classes. He 
talked especially on the pests on house ])lants, in the garden, and 
in the orchai-ds. 

"The Prospects and Ue(|uireiiients of the .Medical Profession" 
was the subject of an address by Dr. P'redrick Ep])len, a i)romi- 
nent physician of this city, at the special convocation of the Junior 
and Senior boys on October twenty-seventh. 

"In regard to education," said Dr. Kpplen, "I do not think 
the boys immediately aftei- completing high school are mature 
enough to take up the study of medicine. For this reason I woidd 
suggest that the regular classical course .should be taken in sonu' 
good college foi- two years. At the end of this tinu' subjects per- 
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taiuiiig to nu'diciiio should be tak(>n up. In this way a student when 
a Senior in colh>ge would l)e only a Sojjhonioi'c in Ihe medical 
cours(>. 

"1 considei- that the iiiterestinf; and efficient way of studying 
niediciiu' is to six'cialize. A general physician is seldom known out- 
side the city in which he practices, while the sp(>cialist is often 
kiu>wn all over the world." 

Dr. Kpplen tokl the l)()ys to consitler well the various occupa- 
tions before choosing their life vocation, and after making their 
choice to stay with it and study hard. He estimated that four- 
Innidred dollars would defray th(> expenses of such a course in most 
of the best colleges of today, for one year. In order to secure a 
comi)lete medical education a physician must invest from twenty 
to thirty thousand dollars. 



The jewelry classes under tho su]iervision of .Miss liillian Stowell 
are aec(iiiii)lishing great things in silvei-, brass, cop])er, and stone- 
setting w()i-k. The class has twenty-eight pupils enrolled at the 
l)resent linn", and do their own designing and buy tiieir own mate- 
rials. Out of silver th( students nuike rings; ])ins, brooches, and 
fobs. Out of bi-ass and C()])))ei' they do hammered work, making 
ti'ays, jewel boxes, ami small nut bowls. Tbey also do some setting 
woi-k and the more advanced students ai'e doing outside ordei' woi-k. 
Tlie average cost to each student is .^G.OO a senu'ster. 

The last three periods of each day is devoted to jewelry work, 
the pupils working foi- two periods receive one credit as in the rest 
of the fine arts subjects. At present the e(|uij)nu'nt is vei-y small, 
owing to the lack of space given to the work. Xext term with 
better e(|uipnient and a larger room, the woi-k will be continued 
on a much larger scale, as the students seem very much inter- 
ested in it. 

The educational value of this kind of work is very great, be- 
cause from it the student learns eonsti'uction, accuracy, and the use 
of fine tools, and he also develops a sense for art. 



Three 1eachei-s from the Household Aits Deparlnuiit, Miss 
May Frank, Miss Carrie Hitchcock, and Miss Kva Scantlebury, wore 
chosen to give a .sei-ies of three lectures at the National Ajjple Show 
upon the scientific phases of cooking. Verna Lubking, who took 
first honors at the Industi'ial Contest at Tacoma, was invited to 
demonstrate at the Apple Show but declined because of h(>avy woi-k 
in school. 



James (iend)erling, the head janitor of the North Centi'al High 
School, better known to the students as "Jim," while r<'iiairing a 
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window, Saturday, Xovonilx'r sovcnth, lost his balance and foil 
thirty foot to the concrete stops. His log was badly broken and 
he rocoived a severe scalp wound.

"AT HOMK" l.\ .XOKTH CP:.\TRAL 

Never in the history of the North Central High School has 
so many feet paced the halls and corridoi's at one time as on 
Saturday evening, November 14th. Four thousaiul students, parents 
and patrons of the school jostled each other good humorodlx 
as they strove to ent(s_ the gymnasium and auditorium in order 
to witness the programs which were being carried on by the 
students. 

All the laboratories on the third floor were open, and different 
demonstrations were carried on by the students. In the physics 
laboratory were shown the operations of a steam ciigiiic, dynamo, 
and other electrical apparatus. 

The department of Botany and Zoology had an interesting 
scientific collection of native plants of the Spokane Valley. A 
collection of six hundred species of insects of Eastern Washing- 
ton, native reptiles of the state, and the laboratory work of the 
students were on display. 

In the Chemistry Department an aj)paratus foi- the extrac- 
tion of fat from butter, cocoa, or any iiiatei'ial containing fat 
was in operation, as well as a distillation a])])aratus. The (Jeology 
Department was primarily in the hands of the students, who ex- 
plained the scojje and work of the classes and exp(>riniented 
with (lifTerent minerals. 

Mr. Bonser, instructor in Agriculture, had one of the most 
interesting and complete displays in the entire school. Experi- 
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nients wero shown on the water table, soil drainage, soil irriga- 
tion, soil capillarity, and soil transpiration. Plant pi-opagation 
by cuttings was shown, and a large display of potted bulbs. 
There was a display of insects, of plant disea.ses, of vegetables, 
of grains and grasses, and of the students' seed collection, together 
with pictures of the students at work in the school garden. 

On the second floor the greatest attractions were the sewing 
room, the mechanical drawing room, and the Art Department with 
its display of the students' work. A special attraction was the 
.Jewelry Department, with a fine display of metal work. 

In the library the guests were entertained by the Student 
(fOvernnient Board. 

The Domestic Science and Manual Training rooms were over- 
ciowded during the entire evening, and many exhibits in each 
department drew the guests' attention.

The School Board i)assc(l n niliiifj last Dccoiiibci- i)rohihitii)g 
all out-of-town athletic contests for the hif>h schools of this city. 
By so (loinfr they hoped to give the snuilh^r hoys a chance to get 
into the games and get the physical training they needed. 

I'lider the old system a few "huskies" were in every branch 
of athletics and the weaker hoys could only stand hy and watch 
them play the game as well as get the physical training. This the 
School Board had in mind when they i)Ut the new ruling into effect, 
hoping to give the others a chance. 

The new system has been tried out in many of the eastern 
high schools and colleges and has i)roven a success where given the 
right chance to prove its worth. Andover Collegv, in Massachusetts, 
has adopted the system and has found it to be more than a success. 
There are no games outside of the school itself and the following 
system is used: There are twelve teams, each having a separate 
coach, who is also an instructor in the college. In this way every 
man has a i)lace on some team and gets the l)enetit of hard physical 
training, and the enthusiasni is kept ui) by a long scliedule of games 
between the teams of the school. By having no outside games it is 
not necessary to pick a representative team, so all the men are in 
the game all the season. 

The system as tried out in Spokane has |)rovi n a success in 
some respects. A lai'ger nund)er of men lurned out for football 
than have ever come out before. The majority of the ninety candi- 
dates for the team played in the Inter-class League schedule and 
foi- •• short lime got the real physical help. 

The annual Thanksgiving game, liowever, made it necessary 
tor the coaches to pick the "regulars" to represent the school in 
that contest. To ])ick this team it was necessary, of course, to 
choose the strongest and best fitted men for the places. The others 
who didn't make the second team had to drop from the game with 
only a few weeks' training. 

There being only the one eonlcst of the year has in a large
